MOSCOW, (\lP)—Red army forces, 
applying strategy used efectively in 
the Napoleonic war, were reported 
today to be falling gack before the 
Germans on the Leningrad and 
Ukraine fronts, but were said to 
have thrown the nazis back beyond 
Smolensk on the Moscow front.

Adolf Hitler’s armies smashed |} 
eastward through the Ukraine to 
the Dnieper river section today and | 
fought their way to within about 65 | 
miles of Leningrad on the north, but > 
the red army apparently still was 
intact as a fighting force and hold- | 
ing on the central front defending — 
Moscow’. 

Although the threat to the great 
industrial center of Leningrad was 
intensified, the Germans claim their 
greatest triumphs on the southern 
Ukraine front where their bomber 
squadrons were hammering at Rus- 
sian forces which Marshal Seymon 
Budenny was trying to get safely 
across the Dnieper to set up a new 
defense line on the last great nat- 
ural obstacle on the road to the Do- 
netz war industries center. 

The capture of 177,750 prisoners, 
including 17,750 in the Kiev and 
Korosten areas, the seizure of one 
35,000-ton battleship and seven other 
warships, and the capture of large 
quantities of war materials was re- 
ported by the nazi high command 
in claiming that their armies now 
had seized more than 130,000 square 
miles of the Ukraine up to the 
Dnieper west bank.

Selectees And Guardsmen 
Will Be Released Then, 
If Conditions Permit 


WASHINGTON, (iP) — The War 
Department announced today it 
plans to release selectees and na- 
tional guardsmen after they have 
served between 14 and 18 months 
unless the international situation 
becomes more serious. 

Under the military service exten- 
sion bill signed yesterday by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, the army could keep 
selectees, guardsmen and _ reserv- 
ists in service for 30 months, or 


2% years. Regular army men could. 


be retained 4% years. 


The army also sent instructions | 


to the field arranging for the re- 
lease from active duty of almost 
200,000 men by Dec, 10 of this year, 
in the following order of prefer- 
ence: 

1 Dependency and hardship cases 
when properly established. 

2 Men 28 years of age or over on 
July 1, 1941, regardless of length of 
service and in order of length of 
‘active federal service. 

3 Married men who desire dis- 
charge at the end of their 12 month’s 
service. 

Expressing the hope that it will 
not be necessary to hold in service 
any individual now in training for 
the full 30 months term permissible 
under the law, the war department 
said it was anticipated that na- 
tional guard enlisted men and se- 
lectees, other than those for whom 
priorities are announced will be re-

the Japanese government by Great 
Britain and the United States. 

Barooshian said that while it is 
not pleasant to contemplate, the 
realistic outlook for the future is not 
a pleasant one, and yet prudence 
demands that one take a realistic 
view. 


Making reference to the effort 


made in 1919 to fashion a workable

EUROPEAN AIR TRANSPORT CONTINUES TO FUNCTION 


DESPITE PERILS OF WAR AND DWINDLING 


FUEL SUPPLIES 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., — There 
isn’t much heard these days about 
Europe’s commercial air transpor- 
tation through the shooting and the 
bombing going on there. But planes 
Still are flying, despite the dwindl- 
ing fuel stores, war-curtailed routes, 
camouflaged airports and _ restric- 
tions in belligerent nations. 


Transport flying, however, is look- 
ing ahead to its greatest expansion 
when the shooting stops, according 
to Tore Nilert, official of the Swed- 
ish A. B. Aerotransport.
